INDUSTRIAL ART IN 
AMERICA. 


At the International Exposition of Modern Deco- 
rative and Industrial Art now being held in Paris 
there is no exhibit from the United States. 

It would seem that a chapter on modern Ameri- 
can decorative and industrial art would read like 
the famous chapter on snakes in the book of I[re- 
land. There are no snakes in Ireland, and ap- 
parently there is not enough modern decorative 
‘and industrial art in the United Stated to justify 
a place in the Paris exposition. Secretary Hoover, 
with his customary vigilance and energy in the 
cause of our foreign commerce, has chosen a com- 
mittee of 100 representative business men to visit 
the exposition, examine its exhibits, and report 
| back to American industry why we have nothing 
to show and why other nations have. ; 

The inquiry is well worth while. Americans do 
not lack taste, as our large purchases of art 
objects and artistic fabrics abroad demonstrate. 
They are not lacking in creative genius, as our 
architecture and other less conspicuous native 
achievements demonstrate. So it is safe to con- 
clude that we have both a home market for beauty, 
for decorative and industrial art productions, and 
also the native ability to provide at least in part 
for our demands. 

Why, then, have the unquestionable initiative 
and progressiveness of our industry failed to pro 
duce American art in this field worthy of a place 
in an international exposition? 

We might hazard some guesses at the cause of 
our backwardness, but shall not. What is impor- 
tant is that American industry shall realize that 
a field of accomplishment and substantial profit 
lies open to us and has yet to be cultivated. Every 
civilization has expressed itself in forms of beauty 
and revealed its culture in the implements and 
materials of practical use as well as in its non- 
practical productions. In dwellings and factories, 
in gardens and furniture, clothing and pottery, a 
people’s sense of beauty is revealed, and since in- 
dustry must look at policy from the viewpoint of 
profit, we may add that every people has found 
that beauty pays. 

The Paris exposition ts a sharp reminder to 
American industrial enterprise of a neglected op- 
portunity, and the reminder ought not to. be lost 
upon the manufacturers of this rapidly growing 
industrial region of which Chicago is the center. 
We already have under way a project for a achool 
of industrial art to be carried on under the aus- 
piees of the Art institute. A modest beginning is 
planned, and it should have a more liberal recep- 
tion than thus far it has found. It will be the 
only general school of its kind in America. Europe 
has many such, and Chicago’s business leadership 
ought not to miss the honor of leading the way for 
American industry. 


OUR OWN BUSINESS. 
Much publicity has been given the school of 
politics held in the summer at Williams college 
On those occasions distinguished men as well as 
American scholars and public men from abroad 
have appeared and haye discussed .our foreign 
relations and world duties with gusto.

40,000,000 francs ($2,000,000) left on 
hand today to meet the government’s 
various enormous obligations at the 
end of the month. 

The cabinet leaders, Paul Painleve, 
Aristide Briand, and Joseph Caillaux, 
were worn, haggard, and tired this 
evening after an almost forty-eight 
hours’ work, jamming through bills. 
The triumvirate departed for their re- 
spective homes in the country. 


Easy Sailing in Senate. 

The reform measures rolled through 
the senate with unexpected easiness, 
only twenty-nine votes being cast 
against the scheme, with 226 in favor 
of it.- The upper house took the at- 
titude that since the chamber gave 
the proposals of the finance minister 
a big total, 330 to 34, with only the 
communists opposing and the social- 
ists abstaining from voting, they 
should follow suit. 

M. Caillaux insisted on the necessity 
for speed, and Henry Cheron, min- 
ister of agriculture in the Poincare 
cabinet, indicated the bill’s successful 
passage when he bemoaned that the 
lack of time prevented a long exam- 
ination of the bill and promised the 
national bloc’s support. Neither M.

To ynderstand a policy— 
get at the motive behind it. Ki 

An acquaintance of sorts with Brit- 
ish foreign policy may be obtained from 
the study of treaties and of other docu- 
ments. Blue Books, White Papers, 
and personal memoirs supply the stu- 
dent with useful information. Yet this 
cannot bring real understanding if the 
motive behind the policy remains ob- 
scure. To understand British foreign 
policy it is not sufficient to describe po- 
litical combinations and the thrust and 
parry of the diplomatic game. Let us 
for once—to understand British for- 
eign policy—leave foreign policy alone 
and turn to the motive behind it. 


Policy Dictated By Need. 


The currents which govern the life of 
nations are hidden away deep below 
the interweaving sequence of daily 
events. These currents cannot be 
ruled by the will of an individual or 
turned aside by a chance event. They 
have their source in the mystery of 
race, in tradition and in essentiai 
needs. Behind political action stands 
the national need as the motive for it. 
To know the force which causes the 
wheels of diplomacy to go round we. 
must discover the real need of the 
British nation today. 


The time is not yet when we may/ 


speak of the motive of the foreign. 
policy of the British Empire. The 
process of imperialization ts under way. 
But as things lie at present British im- 
perial policy remains the policy of 
Great Britain herself as the predomin- 
ating partner. The needs of the parts 
of the Empire are great, but they have 
not come into full play, and it is the 
need of the United Kingdom which 
governs British foreign policy. The 
talk about imperial! consultation is mis- 
leading. During the great war there 
was for a moment of a few years im- 
perial consultation in the true sense of 
the word. Now things bave returned 
to a less cohesive position, and—often 
consultation with the dominions is a 
pretext for procrastination when the 
foreign office wants to gain time more 
than anything else. It will be some 
time before there is real imperial con- 
sultation.

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Dachess of Ratland F orced 
by Poverty to Sell Home 


‘ LONDON, June 27.—(4)—The im- 
poverishment of some of Great Bri- 
tain's old nobility is again emphasized 
in the’ announcement that the Dow- 
ager Duchess of Rutland, whose hus- 
band died May 8, is offering for sale 
the mansion in Arlington street which 
has been the town residence of the 
dukes of Rutland for 200 years. The 
duchess is residing in a four room 
lodge at the entrance to the mansion

Plain, changeable, or printed taffeta, 
satin, brocaded or plain georgette, and 
chiffon are among the lovely materials 
from which to choose. The best way 
to get the effect of using several colors 
is to have them laid over a frame with ° 
a lighted bulb underneath. 

To begin the work, wind ribbon; 
which is sold for the purpose, tightly 
around both the perpendicular and the 
horizental wires. This gives the foun- 
dation on which to sew the materials. 
Cut a piece of ribbon three times the 
length of wire to be covered—this is 
easier to handle than the bolt—slip it 
through at the top where the round 
and length wires meet, and tie in a 
hard knot, leaving a short end. Then 
cover a wire, winding evenly and 


skins, and chop them rather fine. Then 
moisten with a little cream. 


Homemade Peanut Butter. 


Use freshly roasted peanuts, and 
off the brown skins, Then put through 
the nut butter grinder of the food 
chopper, or sometimes it ig better to 
chop them coarsely first and then put 
them through the fine chopper. 
Shelled peanuts should always be 
carefully looked over, and any dirty 
and imperfect nuts discarded. it may 
be necessary to clean the peanuts in 


some way, but not if they are freshly 


shelled. It has been said that one 
type of peanut butter consisted of péa- 
n so finely pulverized that almost 
anvthing could go with them, although 
it ts known that one spoiled nut will 


| taste. 


Another way to make the butter so 
that it Is not so soggy is to grind the 
peanuts throush a coarse disc of the 
food chopper, getting a coarse meal, 
then to put half of this through the 
fine disc and mix the two, adding a 
little oil to make them like a paste. 
Peanut butter may be salted or not. 
This latter sort of peanut butter fresh- 
ly made will be liked as a sandwich 
filling or as something toe combine 
with an icing filling for cakes, by those 
who do not like the commercial peanut 


butter, 
Crisp Peanut Brittle. 

Add to two and one-half cups of 
granulated sugar two-thirds of a cup 
of cold water and stir, off the fire, until 
it is dissolved.

As there isn’t any restraining band beneath this lower frill, 
you get plenty of freedom for a good swinging stride. The wider 
tunic frill above is also curved at top in the same manner, giving a 
charming design to the skirt, and a pretty and novel line to the sil- 
houctte. This is what the Parisienne calls a robe habile, which means 
that it is elegant, and also that it can go into all kinds of conditions 
and places without losing its air of elegance and appropriateness, 
Our second offering presents the true summer frock, which is a 
lot more limited in its scope, but which certainly cannot be dispensed 
with in any resort wardrobe. Tn Paris such dressés appéar in multi- 


tudes whenever the sun makes it safe to promenade under the trees 
in the Bois du Boulogne, and it is a perfectly safe costume for late 
afternoon or informal dinner. This dress comes from Doucet. who 
has a hundred year record of dressing the smart Parisienne, and who 
by this time knows just what she will want to wear when the romantic 
midsummer season is on. 


He has gone in for feminine frilfs with a vengeance in this model, 
putting a double plaited tunic of plaited crepe romain, the fabric of 
the dress, on the skirt, and adding fringes to the lower edges. A 
really beautiful effect results, particularly in the dance. The costume 
is almost entirely white, with a few lines of pale green beads to trim 
the neck and form motifs down the side front. 


Sleeves are a minus quantity, being regarded as a nonessential 
detail to the midsummer frock by many Parisiennes. The belt is a 
wide silver ribbon decorated with straight and zigzag lines of green 
beads. Doucet calls this frock “ Monseignor,” placing it definitely in 
a romantic era. 


In our thfrd model Jenny expresses her opinion of the ideal mid- 
summer frock, using white crepe georgette for its composition, The 
waist’is really two filmy capes attached at the shoulders and edged 
around with tiny white porcelain beads. This gives the new rippling 
line at the shoulders which most of the Paris couturiers are begin- 
ning to feature in one way or another. 


The skirt is a three tier affair, each tier being slashed into a 
series of wide tabs, and edged around with the white porcelain beads 
that trim the\ waist. It is a skirt that appears straight when the 
wearer is in repose, but a slight motion sets all the button edged tabs 


a-flutter and creates the proper flaring effect. 


Our fourth offering shows the midsummer coat, created in dupli- 
cate, the weight of the whole not being sufficient to be irksome on a 
hot evening.

That 
element of self<eliance necessary to 
succeed need: bolstering every now and 
then, in most people. Encouragement 
is. an influence for good; supplying 
confidence by judiciously chosen words 
and by raising hopes may be listed, as 
well, among the good deeds. 

Praise, after all, is a species of sym- 
pathy when it is sincerely bestowed, 
and gratefully received, and has noth- 
ing to do with vanity. It is the breeze 
that fans the flame. 

Manners Smooth the Way. 

Wouldn't you, too, add good manners 
to the list of characteristics that in- 
fluente for good? A perfect knowledge 
of how to conduct oneself in every po- 
sition and under all circumstances calls 
forth respect. Good manners and tact 
are usually found in the same person. 
A graceful demeanor in an awkward 
dilemna may save a painful scene. 

To know the right thing to do, and 
the right thing to say, and how to do 
and say it, is valuable knowledge. It 
saves one from ungraceful acts that 
might be misconstrued. Laws of eti- 
quette are simply rules of politeness, 
courtesy, and civility which tradition, 
custom and conve ce have estab- 
lished in society to ke the wheels 
gO around more smoothly. 

I think good manners are a great 
help to influence because they give suf- 
ficient self-reliance to a woman to en- 
able her to execute her part in a fit- 
ting and graceful manner.

ly rushed downtown to get her money 
back because of the condition she found 
‘them in. She was not reimbursed, as | 
shoppers are advised to rinse out in cold 
water stockings that are going to be' 
put away for a while, There is still 
life in the silk; from the cocoon, and | 
without the cold water application they | 
are damaged hopelessly. In fact, rins- | | 
ing them out in cold water before wear- | 
ing is done by thrifty women who want | 
their stockings to last. 

Avoid Strenuous Rubbing. 

By one of the most reliable houses 
in the country I am told that no mat-. 
ter what price you pay for white stock- 
ings they will turn yellow from laun- 
dering. There is absolutely nothing to 
do to preserve the original color. The 
best and only precaution you can take 
is never to rub soap on them. This 
same tip applies to every other silk 
stocking. Soap should never be rubbed 
directly on the silk. A suds is made 
of good, puré soap, free from chem- 
icals, and they’re swished around in it. : 
Rubbing them, even in the suds, is ad- 
vised against. 

If the silk flakes, as it often does | 
with the most careful handling, you 
can work the flake out by rubbing the 
threads up and down with your finger 
tips. Use the soft, fleshy part under- 
neath the nail for the work. 

It is best to dry all silk stockings 
in the shade, after they have been 
wrung out in a towel.

chocolate brown. Altogether it is a 
quiet, restful room for the sturdy 
bachelor.

Consider the Bungalow. 


I need not argue, I hope, that there 
has been vast improvement. In the 
worst jerry built bungalow in the 
cheapest suburb of today there ‘is at 
least a certain honest simplicity. The 
thing may not be positively beautiful, 
but it_is at least not actively hideous. 
Its lines are rational and often har- 
monious; it is firmly fastened to the 
ground; it somehow manages to fit it- 
self into the landscape. There is little 
meaningless ornament upon it. It may 
be cheap, but it is at least as substan- 
tial as the clapboard castles of the sev- 
enties and early eighties. Its rooms 
meet their uses admirably. It is com- 
fortable to live in. 

Go up the scale a step, and at once 
you come, not merely to things that 
are passable, but to things that show 
solid and inescapable merit. Every 
large city in America, and nearly every 
small city likewise, is surrounded by 
suburbs full of beautiful houses— 
houses that are admirably designed in 
themselves and that fit into their sur- 
roundings charmingly. They are not 
all alike; sometimes, alas, two of them 
clash. But in the overwhelming ma- 
jority of them there is at all events an 
obvious effort to avoid downright ugli- 
ness. They show grace, restraint, a 
feeling for line and color, often an un- 
mistakable dignity. The worst of them 
is infinitely better than the best dwell- |

Air 15 Minutes a Day. 


Washington, D. C., June 27.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—The, department of commerce 
gathers from reports of consular 
agents in Germany that the govern- 
ment of that country is discouraging 
advertising by radio. 

Exactly fifteen minutes are-allowed 
in Germany for advertising through 
broadcasting stations each day. This 
is kept at a minimum, as the company 
is reaJly supported and operated for 
the benefit of the subscribing pubiic 
and it is quite natural, as the Ger- 
mans view it, that advertising matter 
is not desirable. 


Refuse Political Use. 


It is said that broadcasting by radio 
as an advertising medium has not 
met with the success in Germany that 
it has enjoyed in the United States. 

The use of broadcasting stations has 
been denied all political parties in Ger- 
many. The reason for this is obvious, 
as an evident favoritism to any polit- 
ical faction would create an unfavor- 
able impression and bring about mucn 
complaint. 

News Broadcasts Favored. 

The broadcasting of current news 
seems to have found favor with the 
German press. News items are re- 
ceived from the leading newspapers in 
Frankfort. One half hour dally is al- 
lotted for the latest federal court deci- 
sions for the benefit of the lawyers 
and merchants.

One of the big problems in buying an 
automobile is the cost of the upkeep. 
But automobiles have no monopoly in 
the matter of upkeep. Radio sets have 
the upkeep habit, too. One of the big 
advertising agencies has made a study 
of the subject. Here is the result: 
Appearance, range, selectivity, vol- 
ume, and tone quality are the five car- 
dina] features usually investigated by 
buyers of radio receivers. These are 
the general qualities most frequently 
emphasized in advertising and most 
forcefully stressed in selling. They are 
important, so far as the ultimate en- 
joyment which may be derived from 
the purchase is concerned, but the cau- 
tious buyer gives the matter of upkeep 
cost as much consideration as any one 
of these factors. 
“ Milli-amperes of B battery cur- 
rent” is the measure by which the up- 
keep cost of a receiver should be 
judged.

There was, furthermore, an air of

Among the few examples he pos- 
segses of today's artist is a striking 
portrait of himself by an English artist, 
Oswald Burley, which was painted last 
winter during a stay Mr. Thompson 
made at Palm Beach, It is a remark- 
ably alive piece of work and full of 
spirit and that expression of the inner 
man which is the especial gift of the 
great portrait painter. 

To paint, no matter how accurately, 
the features and coloring of a person 
is not to achieve a portrait. It is the 
interpretation of the soul within that 
makes a portrait. This is what this 
English painter has achieved. 

A feature of the Thompson place is 
a recently completed swimming pool, a 
charming piece of work. It is in the 
shape of an oblong tank with a round 
pool opening into it at one end. This 
is the shallowest part, and is meant 
for children and nonswimmers.

Capturing Nitrogen. 

All living matter consists in part 
of proteins—nitrogenous carbon .com- 
pounds, such as white of egg, casein, 
gluten. It follows that a normal diet 
-——-to keep this living matter agoing— 
must include a supply of nitrogen. 
Animals cannot utilize nitrogen ex- 
cept in the complex form of proteins 
which have been worked-up by other 
animals or by plants. Plants get their 
Mitrogen supplies from nitrates, like 
Saltpeter and similar  nitiogerous 
salts in the soil. Therefore, it: becomes 
of fundamental importance that the 
supply of nitrogenous salts ii the soi! 
should be kept up. To sonie extent 
this comets about naturally when the 
withered residue of plants'‘is, with 
the help of earthworms, incorporated 
again in the goil, or when a dead ani- 
mal is buried by sexton beetles and 
decom poses. The same result tz 
reached when what remains of a crop 
is plowed in or when the stable man: 
ure is spread upon the fields, and 
eventually takes the form of ammbni- 
ates or the like, which the plants can 
utilize. 

On the other hand, when forests or 
coal seams are burned by man fixed 
nitrogen is lost in the combustion, 
and the amount of free nitrogen in 
the atmosphere [four-fifths of the 
whole) is increased. Combined nitro- 
gen is similarly lost when gunpowder 
explodes, and a small cannon shot, 
using up only a pound of gunpowder, 
destroys combined nitrogen to the ex- 
tent of the free nitrogen in three mil- 
lion litres of atmospheric air. “an 
this sense,”’ Professor Bunge writes, 
“it may be affirmed that every shot 
from a firearm kilis, that it destroys 
life whether the ball strikes a living 
being or not. For no life is lost by 
the death of the individual; from the 
decay of the body equivalent new life 
arises. But the destruction of com- 
bined nitrogen means the definite dim- 
inution of the capital, upon the 
amount of which the total number of 
living beings depends.” Obviously this 
is taking a very quantitative view of 
life.

If these 
crops are plowed into the soil, in 
whole or in part, they will make it rich 
for other and more valuable growths 
But this is a slow process, and what 
the farmer does is to manure his 
fields, with, in particular, a supply of 
nitrate brought from the_ saltpeter 
fields of Chile. But Chilian nitrates 
are expensive, and the supply is lim- 


ited. Therefore, we see the enor- 
mous importance of the chem- 
ist’s discovery that nitrates can 


be made at home. There are some 
Swiss valleys nowadays which are 
“glacier at one end and 98 per cent 
nitric acid at the other.” The chemist 
has discovered how to make fertilizers 
—and, therefore, bread—out of the 
thin air.

through the air may separate nitrogen 
atoms from one anothér and oxygen 
atoms from one another, with the re- 
sults that some of the isolated nitrogen 
atoms unite with some of the oxygen 
atoms and yield nitric acid—the first 
step to something better. What the 


chemist did was to substitute for the | 


lightning a gigantic electric arc 
through which the air is run rapidly, 
lest the terrific temperature—e. g., 
6,300 degrees Fahrenheit—undo what 
it has done. When the energy for pro- 
ducing the electric arc can be obtained 
from a handy waterfall, whether nat- 
ural or artificial, the relative cheapness 
of tapping the store of free nitrogen in 
the air is evident. 

In Germany, where water power is 
not so available as in Scandinavia, they 
hit upon another way of capturing the 
nitrogen of the air—the well known 
Haber process. The elements used in 
this case are nitrogen and hydrogen, 
the result is ammonia (NH3), and the 
agent is not an electric furnace but a 
quietly working rare metal, such as 
uranium, osmium, or platinum, which 
acts in a mysterious way (as a “ cata- 
lyst’), bringing elements that become 
intimate with it into union with one 
another. It is not to be supposed that 
the Haber process is a simple affair, 
for great pains have to be taken to get 
the nitrogen and the hydrogen in a 
very pure state before they are submit- 
ted to the catalytic action of the rare 
metal. Moreover, when the*ammonia 
has been produced it has to be changed 
into the more useful form of nitric 
acid, which involves another appeal to 
a catalyst (a platinum gauze) in the 
Ostwald process. The extent to which 
the air is today “worked” for raw 
materials is very wonderful; such, for 
example, as oxygen, which is used ex- 
tensively in engineering industries 
with acetylene to make intensely hot 
flame for welding and other processes.

Let us take a few examples. For many

Summary. 

The story of the chemist’s achieve- 
ments as a creator is one of the most 
brilliant chapters in the history of sci- 
ence, and not without its romance. We 
strongly recommend Dr. Edwin Slos- 
son’s “Creative Chemistry” (1921), a 
book that reads like a novel, to which 
we have been greatly indebted in writ- 
ing this short article. We have not 
been able to give more than samples 
of what has been accomplished. What 
was procurable in small quantities and 
at great expense as a natural product 
can now be made artificially and cheap- 
ly. What was once procurable, but has 
become unavailable by reason of ex- 


made from simple materials and inde- 
pendently of any particular locality. 
Hundreds of entirely new things. 
which the world never saw before, 
have been synthesized. Vast quantities 
of material previously unused or 
thrown away as waste have been uti- 
lized as the foundation of new wealth. 

So the story runs, and there is no 
telling what chapters are to follow. It 
is by no means fantastic to suggest 
that some new biochemical discovery 
may alter the whole bread and butter 
problem of mankind. For a long time 
the chemical investigator was con- 
cerned with analysis; but to this he has 
added synthesis, and in so doing he has 
already made the world new—both for
